4. (Previously Presented) A method as recited in claim 3, further comprising, prior 
to the act of receiving information representing a television signal provider, the act of 
transmitting, to the remote device, information identifying a plurality of television signal 
providers that are capable of broadcasting television programs to the interactive television 
system. 

5. (Previously Presented) A method as recited in claim 37, wherein the server 
communicates with the remote device through an Internet connection. 

6. (Previously Presented) A method as recited in claim 37, wherein the programming 
schedule includes a time, date and duration of the one or more television programs that are to be 
recorded. 

7. (Previously Presented) A method as recited in claim 37, wherein the programming 
schedule include transmission source information that enables the interactive television system to 
tunc to one or more signals in which the one or more television programs arc encoded. 

8. (Previously Presented) A method as recited in claim 7, wherein the transmission 
source information identi fics at least one of a television broadcast channel, a cable channel, and a 
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satellite channel through which the one or more signals is to be received by the interactive 
television system.

13. (Previously Presented) A method as recited in claim 44, wherein the act of 
receiving the program schedule comprises an act of accessing a web page from the server.

prior to sending the first request, receiving user input at the computing device
